IN THE CLAIMS 

Please amend the claims as follows. 

1. (amended) A method of increasing and qualitatively modifying the content of 
flavonoids and phenolic constituents in a plant selected from grapevines, cherries, 
plums, sloes, blueberries, strawberries, citrus fruit, pawpaw, red cabbage, broccoli, 
Brussels sprouts, kale, carrots, parsley, celery/celeriac, onions, garlic, tea, coffee, 
cacao, mate, hops, soya, oilseed rape, [oats, wheat, rye,] Aronia melanocarpa or Ginko 
biloba, which comprises treating the [plants] plant with an acylcyclohexanedione of the
